MADAME SCHUMANN-HEINK WANTS 


TO BE BURIED IN AMERICA 


MINNEAPOLIS, MINN.. June 30.— 
(By the -Associated 
Press)—While 


his mother sat at the head of the 
table weeping with her face buried in 
her hands, 30 men boasting scars of 
their service for the allies in the 
World War last night silently drank 
a toast to a man who went down on 
a German U-boat In 1918. 


He was1 the SOD of M&dame Ernes- 


tine Schumann Heink, in whose 
honor as " the most distinguished 
delegate" to the convention of the 
disabled American veterans of the 
World War a dinner was given. 


"I have two things to ask oC you." 


Madame Schumann-Hetnk said. "Will 
yon promise me these two things?" 


"First, that you will never believe 


any false stories 
you may 
hear 


about me, stories that t was a Ger- 
man spy, (.hat I was untrue to this, 
my country, and to yon." 


"The second prorojae that I ask of 


you is that, when 1 am dead, and it 
won't be many more years 
now, 


you will see to it that T am burled in 
America ,in my country. And boys, 
maybe I could have, in a way, the 
burial of a soldier. 
Not any fuss. 


Have them play "Tap«" over: my grave 
as I have sung it to you. Will you 
promise?" 


Every one of the 30 veterans 
si- 


lently stood up as she finished, raised 
his right hand and gave his solemn 
pledge. 


"I had a son in tho German navy 


He was mistaken, but he did what ho 
believed was right. I will not apolo- 
gize for him. I never have. Kemom- 
ber, boys, I was his mother, the same 
as I was the mother of four sons 
serving with 
my country's forces,' 


said Madame Sciiumann-Hcink.

FRUIT TREES PLANTED IN 


SPRING NEED CARE 


Whether few fruit trees or many 


of them wore set this spring 
the 


planter should be vigilant to see that 
they get a good start. H 
is 
not 


necessary to look at 
young trees 


every day, but to wait until fall or 
even next spring is to neglect an op- 
portunity t3 save many a one from 
injury. 
At this 
early 
time 
they 


should be examined frequently to see 
that pests arc not destroying 
the 


foliage. New leaves are being put 
out and they should be kept covered 
with sprays if injury is being done. 
If one-year-old trees have been plant- 
ed more buds will be putting out 
shoots than is desired. These should 
he carefully removed so that the en- 
prgy of the tree Is directed into the 
four or five scaffold branches that arc 
o remain permanently. The base of 
he tree in particular should be kept 
>eo of new shoots or sprouts. 


Another matter that should not. be 


overlooked is (he wire labels that 
are put on at the nursery. 
The 


ree grows rapidly in diameter and 
he wire soon constricts the flow of 
sap and CIIIIMR> serious injury.

Harding Makes Strong Plea For America's Participation In World 
Court Tells Of Administration's Efforts To Reconcile Capital, Labor 


Devotes Address To Labor, 


Social Justice, (Women 


HELENA, MONT., June 30—(By 


The A. P.)—President Harding asked 
the people of Montana in an address 
in the state capitol last night "to give 
of their influence," to bring about 
American membership in the Perma- 
nent Court of International Justice 
to the end that war may be avoided 
among nations. 


Concluding his prepared address on 


, tlie social order, the position of wo- 


men and the problems of lubor, the 
chief executive made an impassioned 
pica for American adherence to the 
world court. 


Declaring he had been impelled by 


the thought that the United States 
should lend Its strength and its pow- 
«r to measures of insurance against 
war, Mr. Harding explained toi his 
audience that he had reversed the 
natural order and instead of nego- 
tiating a compact for senate approval 
had asked the senate to approve in- 
itiation of negotiations to bring about 
American adhesion to the 
world 


court.

"Believing this world court is a 


long step toward avoidance oC world 
conflict," he continued. "I reversed 
the order and went to the senate for 
approval and guidance in negotiating 
for American membership. I did this 
in the Interest of team work which I 
believe in preaching at all times."

make the supreme and united aud 
inaelnsh fight for the national tri- 
umph. When we do that there will 
>e less of war. When we do that the 
contest will be aglow with unsullied 
patriotism, untouched by profiteering 
n any service. 


Of course, we are striving to make 


conditions of foreign relations and 
so fashion our policies that we may 
never be involved in war again. If 
we are committed to universal serv- 
ice—that is, the universal commit- 
ment of every American resource and 
activity — without compensation ex- 
cept the consciousness of service and 
the exaltations in victory, we will 
be slower to make war and more swift 
in bringing.it to a triumphant close. 
Let us never again make draft on our 
manhood without as exacting a draft 
on all we possess in the making of 
the industrial, financial, commercial 
aud spiritual life of the Republic. 


Wmien Expected Change 


If we had been in a state of mind 


to philosophize about it all, I think 
we might have recognized that women 
have been for a long time preparing 
themselves for this tremendous In- 
cursion into the field of industrial 
production. 
For a long time before 


the war began there had been evi- 
dence of a reaction among the women 
against the old ideals of the Vic- 
torian period. 
For 
three or four 


decades, 
the 
more 
venturesome 


women had 
been timidly breaking 


aw:iy from the old-fashioned home 
and its old-fashioned ideals. 
Even 


those who viewed the new-woman 
movement with greatest misgiving 
and least approval had already been 
compelled to recognize that a new 
nnd revolutionary idea wns taking 
possession of them. We might iterate 
and reiterate, nnd theorize and dog- 
matize, upon the old thesis that the 
place for woman wns in the home; 
but we will have to admit that de- 
spite all our preachments, all our 
urgings, all our misgivings, woman 
wasn't staying there. She was teach- 
ing in the schools, she was accounting 
for perhaps a majority of the grad- 
uates from the high schools, nnd a 
big and increasing minority of the 
student community in the colleges 
nnd universities. She was practicing 
law and medicine, preaching sermons, 
working In the shops, the offices, the 
factories; she wan, in short, becom- 
ing n competitor with her brother in 
almost nil the departments of produc 
Hve f.ffort and activity. 


Then came the war, and all nt once 


even the most dubious among us 
realized that the women, everywhere, 
constituted the first line of industrial 
reserves upon which society must fall 
back in its great crisis. They volun- 
teered for every service in which 
they could be ugeful, and at once 
established their right to a new and 
more 
importan 
industrial status. 


They built ships, they operated muni- 
tion factories, they learned to per- 
form the heaviest nnd most difficult 
tasks; they tilled the fields, filled the 
offices, largely 
cjnducted the hos- 


pitals, and even served as most use- 
ful auxiliaries to forces on the bat- 
tlefield. 
Not as n boon, but ns n 


duty, full partnership in the conduct 


tent, is to reudapt our conditions of 
industry und of living so ns to enable 
the mothers to make the utmost of 
their lessened opportunity for shnp- 
ing the lives and minds of their chil- 
dren. We must hope, and we must 
make it possible, that mothers will 
not assume, when their, babes of yes- 
terday become the schoolboys anil 
schoolgirls of today, thnt the respon- 
sibility of the mother is ended, nnd 
that the teacher, the school author- 
ities, the college, the 
state, will 


henceforth assume it. 
Rather, we 


must recognize thnt no other influ- 
ence can possibly be substituted for 
that, of motherhood; nnd we must 
make it possible for the mothers to 
co-operate with these social Institu- 
tions of the new order, to give tlie 
children so far as possible the priv- 
ileges of u home atmosphere which 
will supplement the advantages of 
mere 
education 
and 
training. It 


must be made possible for the mothers 
to familiarize themselves with th« 
problems of the people, the school 
superintendents, the college author- 
ities, the health and sanitation of- 
ficials. In short, the mothers must 
be placed in such position that de- 
spite their obligations outside the 
home they shall not have to sur- 
render their domestic responsibility. 
Rather, means must be found to en- 
able them, through the varied intru- 
mentalities which society affords, to 
equip themselves for the better dis- 
charge of their responsibilities toward 
the children of (he land. 


Through such effort as this there 


will be opportunity for a great serv- 
ice 
Those mothers who have the 


advantage of the best material and 
intellectual opportunities will, if they 
make the most of these advantages, 
help greatly to improve the conditions 
of children that come from families 
and homes less fortunately situated. 
They will be able to help in lifting 
up the poorer, the less fortunate 
children, to a higher level. The 
mother who tirelessly scekts rightly 
to train her own children, to instill 
into them thnt indefinable 
essence 


which we know as good breeding, will 
he performing this service not alone 
for her own children, but in only 
less measure for the children who 
come from homes less blessed with 
the finer things of life. 
Herein is 


the supreme advantage of the public- 
school system. 
I have never been 


able to find much satisfaction in the 
good fortune of families who. when 
they are able to do it, prefer to take 
their children out of thes public 
schools and give them the doubtful 
advantage of more exclusive educa- 
tional methods. I think we should 
cling to the democracy of the public 
schools. 


School Must Co-Operate 


The teacher, and the authorities 


back of her, must be equally ready to 
co-operate with the home and the 
mother. 
In the home must still be 


performed the duty of instilling into 
:he child those fundamental concepts 
of religion and of faith which are 


congratulate you thnt there is little of 
it in the West. Perhaps it is true 
that ns to most of the adults the 
fault is of tho individual rather 
than society. Whether that be true or 
not we can nt least agree that the 
children are not ty be blamed for 
their share in such misfortunes. 
If 


society hns permitted the 
develop- 


ment of :t system under which the 
deprivations today, then the obliga- 
tion is surely upon society to right 
the wrong and to insure justice to the 
children who are not responsible for 
liein.ir here. 


But \ve cannot, expect to bring full 


justice, full equality of circumstances 
und opportunity to the children, un- 
less we shall nmke it possible for the 
parents. We are all too much given, 
1 suspect, to a rather unthinking nd- 
mirntion for our highly mechanized 
social system under which we have 
so abundantly produced wealth nnd 
the possibilitcs of comfort, and cul- 
ture. 
AVe have not thought enough 


about the evils attendant upon the 
great Inequities which murk the dis- 
tribution of our stupendous product. 
But we are coming into n time when 
more and more we nre giving thought 
to these things. Our satisfaction in 
tlie material achievements of our in- 
dustrliil ,agc is being qualified as it 
never was before by our questionings 
nlong these lines. AYc are thinking 
of the weaker links in the social 
chain. 
We believe the equality of 


opportunty must bu attended by a 
fitness to embrace it. 


Vision Broadened 


Here, again, the war was respon- 


sible for a great broadening of our 
social vision. It umde its demand 
upon the highest and the lowest, the 
proudest and the humblest. It de- 
manded n 'sacrifice that was just as 
great in the case of tbe poor an the 
rich man. What was more, it brought 
:i realization of the fact that men 
nnd women were of real service to 
(*e community just in proportion ns 
they were capable ot producing the 
things that were needed. 
So the 


workers, the builders, the producers 
attained a new sense of their dignity 
and importance. 
Contemplating its 


supreme crisis, the community was 
willing to render to those who were 
capable of serving it effectively in 
this juncture, a greater share of their 
product than they had formerly been 
accustomed to receive. 
Wages, the 


world over, went to new high levels, 
salnrif-8 and fixed incomes shrank to 
lower levels of actual exchange value. 
There was a leveling up from the 
lower strata and downward from the 
higher. On the whole, despite many 
instances of injustice and of malad- 
justment in this process, its results 
marked a. long advance on the road 
to equity and justice as nmong all 
elements of the community. A ;few 
years 
of 
civilization's 
desperate 


grapple with destiny brought to the 
working masses of the world an ag- 
gregate betterment of conditions, a 
general improvement of circumstances 
and 
opportunity, which otherwise 


whom the management and invest- 
ment of capital is intrusted must 
recognize, us I know most of them 
already do, that the right of organi- 
zation," and the title to those special 
efficiencies which come to organiza- 
tion, is not the exclusive prerogative 
of capital. It is equally the preroga- 
tive of latfor. 


I am awiire that there were some 


who imagined, before the present ad- 
ministration was voted into respon- 
sibility, that it was going at least to 
acquiesce if not definitely sympathize 
with projects for tbe deflation of 
labor nnd the overthrow of labor or- 
ganizations. Before this time these 
have come to realize their ,error. 
Nothing has been farther from the 
purpose of the present administra- 
tion than any thought of destroying 
the right of either labor'or capital to 
organize, and each to deal in Its 
organized capacity. 


We have recognized that there nre 


.i-lls aud abuses on both sides oC the 
almost Imaginary line" which now is 
presumed to separate labor nnd cap- 
ital. AVe have wished and sought to 
minimize these abuses, through better 
organizations and better understand- 
ing, without destroying organizations 
or tbe right to form them. AVe have 
not wished to compel men to i 


i they did not want to work; we 


have not wished to compel employers 
to keep men at work under conditions 
which were impossible; but we have, 
earnestly sought to lessen the occa- 
sions for conflict between the two 
parties. 
AA'c have tried, to bring to 


both of them n realization that both 
owned in this connection an obligation 
to tho great, public interest which is 
always the great sufferer by reason 
>f their conflict. 


In this connection let me sny quite 


frankly that I know there were some 
elements which hoped for a grent nnd 
decisive conflict between organized 
employment and organized labor, nnd 
thnt thoRe elements were not all on 
either »ide of the imaginary dividing 
line. On the capital side of the line 
were those who hoped that the ail- 
ministration would lend itself 
to 


their proErnm of breaking down or- 
ganized labor nnd sending It back 
to the era of individual bnrgninlng 
for the individual job. /On tlie labor 
side of the 
line were those who 


hoped, by exorbitant demands and an 
attitude of uncompromising insist- 
ence, to force the nationalization of 
some of our most important industries 
and services. 
Between these two ex- 


treme groups, confident wo hail behind 
us the overwhelming public opinion 
of the nation, we have tried to hold 
the scales even; to prevent on the one 
side tho destruction 
of organized 


labor, mid on the other side to frus- 
trate those programs which looked to 
tho ultimate destruction of private 
wpital nnd the nationalization of all

relations to the home and Its interest 
is necessarily contracted. Whether we 
account it wise or otherwise, we must 
recognize that the tendency is to take 
the modern mother more and more 
away from the control, the training, 
the intellectual guidance and spiritual 
direction of her children.

acter of citizens, and therefore of 
the nation. It would be un irrepara- 
ble mistake if in surrendering to 
society a larger responsibility for the 
child's intellectual and physical well 
being, we should forget the necessity 
for proper religious training.

duty must be performed in the home; 
it will always be peculiarly the duty 
of a mother. 


Mankind never has stood more in 


need than it does now of the con- 
solations and reassurances which 
derive from a firm religious faith. We 
are living in a time of many uncer- 
tainties, of weakened faith in the 
efficiency of institutions, of industrial 
systems, of economic hypotheses, of 
dictum and dogma in whatever sphere. 
Yet we all know that there are cer- 
tain fundamental truths -of life and 
duty and destiny which will stand 
eternal, through the evolution and 
the revolution of svstems and so- 
cieties founded by mankind. There 
must be no mistake whereby we shall 
confuse 
the things which «re of 


eternity with those which are of time. 
We must not let our engrossment with 
th(. things of matter and of mind ills- 
tract us from n proper concern for 
those which are of the spirit and the 
soul. 


It must be kept ever in mind that 


the higher and liner attributes of
